action was an effort by the Soviet- 
controiled German police to pre- 
vent western Boriiners from enter- 
ing the Russian sector's ration- 
free stores on buying sprees with 
surplus east marks.

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TRUMAN MUST COMPROMISE 


President Truman has come back to Wash- 


ington to confront a couple of situations thai 
are important to his future .political strategy 
One Is that the Sist Congress so far has 
given him the same sort of trouble that its 
predecessor did, and in about the same 
amount. The other is that the Democratic 
Party is still the Democratic Party of No- 
vember 1, 194S. 
' 


By the party we don't mean the people 


who voted for Democrats on November 2, 
but the office holders, commltteemen and 
othei-s occupied with year-round politics. The 
mood . of delighted amazement, confidence 
and unity In victory that prevailed on' No- 
vember 3 has passed. In its place are the 
same divisions and differences that seemed 
at one time to have split the Democrats 
hopelessly 
and thus assured 
Governor 


Dewoy's victory. 


Perhaps it should be added that the Re- 


publican Party Is no different, either — 
especially in Congress. The G.O.P.-Southern 
Democrat coalition is as-strong as before. 
So far it has nullified the substantial Demo- 
cratic majority which was counted on to en- 
act Mr. Truman's domestic program. 


Now there is a possibility that almost none 


of the program will survive in the form in 
which the President 'presented it. The 75- 
cent minimum wage bill has been approved 
by a House committee, but with limited 
amendments.

And 
the Senate filibuster has sunk the civil 
rights bill, at least for the present.

The prospect of. having 
to compromise on that program cannot be 
pleasing.

Mr. Truman cannot now take an all-or 


nothing attitude. To get all now is clear!} 
Impossible. But there is a likelihood that h 
might get nothing' if the opposition coalition 
remains as strong and adamant as it is now.

CALCIUM IN BAG IN SHOULDER 


When pain occurs1 in the -shoulder, the first 


thought is that it is either a sprain or arthritis. 
In arthritis, the pain is present when the patient 
is at rest; in a sprain, pain is present-when any 
movement of the arm is made. 


However;-there is another condition that occurs 


at times and most of us forget about it. It is bur- 
sitis—inflammation of the lining of .the bursa, or 
ba« of water, which helps to protect the shoulder 
joint. This little bag-of water, used by Nature to 
protect joints, also is found in the back oC the 
heel back of the elbow, back of the knee, front ol 
the knee (housemaid's knee). Pain is caused .by 
injury and sometimes by infection. 
Unfortunately, the water in this bag sometimes 


'dries up and the bag fills with calcium (lime) which, 
of course, causes pain whenever the arm or shoulder 
is inovod. 
For a number of years, treatment ot ths subdcl- 


toirl btu-sitis, us it is called, was opening up the 
ioint and scraping out the calcium. Later other 
methods—X-ray and the use of alcohol injections to 
relieve pain—came into use. These methods helped 
many cases and avoided the^necessity for an opera- 


That a simple surgical method gives "dramatic" 


results is reportedly Drs. >P. O. Pelland and W. 
Hoffman in "Medical Annals of District of Colum- 
bia," Washington. The treatment consists of: (1) 
Removal of the calcium through an incision about 
an inch or less and (2) exploring or scraping part 
of the lining of the bursa. 
The operation is advised where, pain is present 


and the X-ray shows presence of calcium in the 
bursa. Drs. Pelland and. Hoffman performed this 
simple ,operation in 38 cases, on 36 of which it 
produced, complete 'relief. In one of the two fail- 
ures, some calcium had not been removed; a sec- 
ond operation gave complete relief, 
The lesson from-the above is that where there 


Is a pain in the shoulder which does not go away 
within a few days, an X-ray should be made. If our 
usual methods of movements and massage are used 
and a bursa containing calcium is present, the 
symptoms will bo aggravated.

old sheriff's posses of the west. 
These posses were legal organiza- 
tions and they still exist in skele- 
ton or nostalgic -form in some 
western areas. 


"The testimony was to the ef- 


fect that the goons acted with 
military precision," said the re- 
port of Congressman Clare Hofi'- 
man, of Michigan, who ran the in- 
quiry for the House Committee on 
Education and Labor.

with the tenant. 


"The second type entitles, the 


landlord to a raise if there has 
been, since his present rates went 
into effect, a substantial increase 
in the .number of occupants in ex- 
cess of normal for that class of 
.accommodations'.

"The .third type provides for a 
raise if there has been, since the 
date determining the present rent, 
an increase in the number of oc- 
cupants over the number contem- 
plated by the rental agreement. 
This last point is not 'applicable 
unless the landlord has had a 
regular and definite practice of 
fixing different rents for the ac- 
commodations when .'occupied by 
different 'numbers of occupants."

Wants Art Pieces 
120 Feet Under Sea 
Last 2,000 Years

Boston, March 21 (/P)—A 36- 


year-old archeoiogist hopes l.o -get 
his hands on an art treasure that 
has been just 120 feet from man's 
reach for 2.000 years. 


The treasure is water-locked on 


the floor of the Mediterranean Sea 
three miles off Maiidia, a small 
town near Tunis. 


A French expedition ' tried for 


four years to recover the sub- 
merged art work about 40 years 
ago. The depth o" the water 
stopped the work after only 20 
pieces had been recovered.

Vinceiit Palmer of St. 


Louis, Mo., believes he has de- 
vised a method which will enable 
his expedition to raise the treas- 
ure -next summer. 


Archeologists 
say 
a Roman 
galley sank 2,000 years ago while 
carrying looted art. from Greece 
to Rome. The- galley was discov- 
ered in 1907 by. native sponge 
divers who thought huge stone 
pillars lying athwart the vessel 
were "sleeping giants" of tiie deep. 


A few months after its discov- 
ery, Alfred Merlin, curator of the 
Louvre in Paris, organized an ex- 
pedition to investigate the wreck.
